Increasing tightness of the milk 
market is a warning to all dairy 
farm ers to put their houses in 
order. More care all along the 
line will aid in the production of 
top grade milk and cream. Many 
dairymen sometimes tend to re­ 
lax their vigilance towards the 
end of the line. 
Good cows, clean bam s and 
sanitary milking equipment are 
important to the production of 
high grade milk and cream, but 
such vigilance is wasted if milk 
is put in unsanitary containers 
for shipment to the buying sta­ 
tions. Shrewd dairy farm ers in­ 
spect their nulk cans regularly, 
before each use. 
Rust in well-used old cans will 
give milk and cream a metallic 
flavor. This almost always leads 
to down-grading or outright re­ 
jection at milk stations. Dented. 


battered cans are sure tipoff that 
rust is present, or has been en­ 
couraged to thrive. They hurt the 
farm er’s reputation, too, for they 
are an indication to inspectors 
that the owner isn't too fussy 
about his dairy equipment. 
Milk cans should be checked for 
dents, open seams or crevices. Re­ 
place such cans immediately with 
new, sanitary containers.

FREEZE BREAD AND 
ROLLS—TIME SAVER 
Most homemakers, at different 
times, have wished for an extra 
supply of bread or rolls to take 
care of unexpected guests and 
to cut down on the baking chores. 
The home freezer has made that 
possible, says Mrs. Billye D. 
Freeland; County Home Demon­ 
stration Agent. 
Breads and rolls may be frozen 
baked or unbaked, she says, and 
if the proper methods of packing, 
freezing and storage are follow­ 
ed, baked rolls will be just as 
light and tender after freezing 
as before. But if unbaked rolls 
are put into the freezer, the re­ 
sults cannot always be predicted, 
she adds. Unbaked dough seems 
to lose some of its ability to rise 
after being thawed and the tex­ 
ture of the rolls may become 
tough and the volume lessened. 


Mrs. Freeland says for the? 
frozen baked rolls and bread, use 
a favorite plain or sweet dough 
recipe and bake in the usual man- j 
ner. After baking, remove from j 
the pans and cool to room tem- J 
perature. Then wrap in moisture 
proof paper or package in frozen 
food containers. 
Reheating frozen baked rolls 
in their sealed wrappings in a 
250 to 300 degree F. oven for 
15 minutes will get them ready 
for serving, says Mrs. Freeland. | 
If the container is such that it 
cannot be placed in the oven, 
then remove the rolls and place 
them in a paper bag or aluminum 
foil. Heat them in the oven just 
as you would day-old rolls ex­ 
cept for a longer time. The re­ 
heating freshens the rolls. Thaw 
baked 
breads in their original 
wrapper at room temperature. 
Bread thaws rapidly because it 
contains very little moisture and 
if you are in a hurry, she says, 
slices of frozen bread can be 
put into the toaster before it is 
thawed. 
Mrs. Freeland says baked prod­ 
ucts should not be stored for 
periods in excess of three months.
